KELLOGG GIVES OPINION.

NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—Many mem-

The results 
show that such means are not prac- 
ticable. 

It seems that. this last accident was 
due to the breaki of one of the 
blades of the propeller, and thé ma- 
chine was overturned thereby. Ob- 
viously the propelling mechanism was 
suddenly deranged, and stopped. If 
there was absolut® stability tn the mov- 
ing structure, why should such an ac- 
cident overturn it? I can understand 
why such a calamity would occur if the 
atroplane should break, because in that 
event the supporting surface is gone, 
like the broken wing of a bird. 

It is absolutely and totally wrong 
to force an object through the air side- 
wise. The greatest length of an air- 
ship should be in the line of its flight. 
This will soon be demonstrated to the 
world in an effective way.

GIRLS MISSING. 


FIFTEEN REPORTED IN CHICAGO 
DURING SEPTEMBER. 


High Price of Two Hundred Dol- 
lars Believed to Be Responsible 
‘for Activity of Vice Syndicate in 
Kidnaping Recruits for Dens of In- 
famy—Special Squad on Search.

REV. DR. LOCKE CHARMS THRONG 
AT UNIVERSITY. 


Methodist Orator Urges Allegiance 
to Ideals of Youth at Opening 
Chapel Exercises—Unprecedented 
Enroliment Necessitates Segrega- 
tion of Chapel Services.

The speaker urged the hearers to 
keep the pure and lofty ideals of youth 
always familiar by careful living, by 
reviewing them every day by avoiding 
any occupation. that could possibly 
blemish or tarnish them and firmiy 
holding to the best thought through 
unswerving faith in God, through Je- 
sus Christ, 

“You can never make the world bet- 
ter until you vourself are better,” said 
the speaker, ‘‘for the artist is the con- 
dition of the man, and back of all real 
culture and growth must be strong 
virile, pure, brave character, 

“Do not disappoint the world, the 
faculty, or above all others those who 
sacrifice dearly to help you achieve an 
education by going adrift in matters 
of religion.| Jesus Christ is the center 
of all learning today, and do not allow 
yourself in| pursuing the ramifications 
in philosophy and science to lose faith 
in your ideals. Hold fast to the ideal 
of the perfect life in Christ, of the 
wickedness of sin and the beauty of 
holiness. 

“God depends upon man for the best 
development in human progress, and 
He demands the best men. The earth 
is not the habitation of angels or arch- 
angels, and there is your chance to 
attain, through the God-given power, 
to the best ideals.

Our thoughts for review 
will gather about Samuel, Saul and 
Dayid chiefly, though we shall give 
some attention to Jonathan, in some 
respects the noblest of the four. 
SAMUEL THE KING MAKER, 
1. Receiving the demand for a King from 
the people. (1 Sam. 86.) 
/The demand was a sign of mora! dis- 
ease. God had been their real, though 
invistbie ruler, but now spiritual 
vision is gone and they want a King 
whom they can see. Judges had ruled 
them under the providence of God, 
but they wanted the seeming stability 
and continuity of a royal f ly, for 
trust in God was gone. Samuel, the 
best judge then living, was ruling 
them, Dut he was old and was too 
strict anyhow, so improvident and 
self-induigent were they becoming. 
other nations had kings with all 
the pomp and try of royalty, 


on to desire a king aiso. 
It wes no surprise to God, as it was 
to Samuel. The latter felt crushed, 


way was to let them try it out. It 
was like God and like Samuel to fore- 
warn the people what they should ex- 
pect, so that, if they still persisted in 
their foolish request they would have 
themselves alone to biame for the evils 
of royalty. 
Lesson: God never coerces the hu- 
men will. 
2. Finding their King, Saul. (1 Sam. $-1.) 
God first chose Saul, then Samuel 
found and anointed Him; then the peo- 
ple chose H'm by lot in a public as- 
sembiy, a sort of mass mecting. , 
God chose him both for his strength 
and his weakness. His strength would 
have made him a fine king, splendid 
size and power; brave and capable as 
a leader; power of devotion to a cause. 
His weaknesses could have been sub- 
ordinated to his holy mission if he had 
not given way to them. How Samuel 
came to choose him, we well know, 
for it was under the directing hand 
of God, as the young man was hunting 
for his father’s asses. Then the hand 
of God guided Samuel in calling the 
public meeting at the right time an 
guided the people in confirming the 
choice of God and of Samuel. Two 
traits of Saul came out on this occa- 
sion that mise well—his diffidence 
that made him shrink from the honor, 
and his generous treatment of a group 
of reprobates who opposed him. But 
perhaps those traits were moods, more 
or less exceptional. 
Lesson: In spite of our self-will and 
stupidity, God's directing hand is still 
on us 
% A Ménitor te the King and People. 
Sam. 
Not for the purpose of keeping in 
power, but to communicate God's wish 
to them, He gives those parting words. 
is anxious to awaken their 
ce as well as gratitude. 
His ref to his clean record was 
due to him and a benefit to them. It 
set them to thinking how the old man 
had been incorruptible, when judges 
could usually be so easily bribed, and 
their testimony in response to his ques- 
tions was hearty, loyal and did them 
food. It showed a recognition of a 
true standard and that was of value 
to them. He compelled them to ex- 
press their convictions in the form of 
® solemn oath, and that toned them 
up. He promised them the favor of 
God, if their conduct was righteous and 
that encouraged them. He denounced 
wrath of God against their sins 
and that gave them a wholesome fear. 
He prayed for a storm to destroy 
wheat harvest as a token 
of God's disfavor for their sins 
and that almost terrorized them. But 
the old man rises to his sublimest no- 
bleness when he recognizes it his duty 
to pray for them and confesses that it 
ene be a shocking sin if he failed to 
BO. 


Lesson: The power of a God filled 
man is almost limitless. 


SAUL. 
We must content ourselves with one 
under this head, though we 
have much about him in the lessons 
Which we will group under the head 
of “David.” Saul has made a failure. 
He started well, but he is now doomed. 
His first victories over the Philistines 
were brilliant, winning him the loud 
Praises of his people and giving him 
& new opportunity. But several tem- 
eee weaknesses are already 
beginning to show themselves, unreas- 
oning self-will, severe alternations of 
feeling and morbid jealousy. He had

LAWYER SURPRISED. 


HIEVES’ HONOR, 
IT DOES EXIST. 


CRIMINAL LAWYER'S STORY OF 
ROMANTIC CASE. 


Securing the Acquittal of a Young 
Man Whe Had Already Served 
Three Terms Brought to the Sur- 
face the Man's Better Side and He 
Did Well Afterward. 


Henry 8. Davis, formerly Assistant 
District Attorney for New York 
County proves that “honor does, occa- 
sionally at least, exist among thieves 
by the following story: 

“IT see,” said the old practitioner in 
crimina] law, “that a great many peo- 
ple doubt that saying, ‘Honor among 
thieves,’ but for my part, in twenty 
years’ practice, mostly at the criminal] 
bar of New York, I am free to say 
that I have found @ great deal of 
honor among thieves. Not an iron- 

, steel-bound honor, but an hon- 
oOrable sense that adapted itself to the 
Situation, and a very keen sense it is, 
I can tell you, and I have often won- 
dered how many of those who so free- 
ly criticise the sense of honor of the 
thief or genera] criminal would show 
as high a spirit under like conditions. 

“For my own part, I have always 
considered ioyalty and gratitude two 
of the most noble qualities in man, 
especially the former. How long would 
yonder smooth citizen hold out against 
the promises of a prison official! if he 
would only tell on No. 2237. No, 
refuses to tell or says he knows noth- 
ing. If he refuses to tell he ig openly 
punished, but if he lies and says he 
does not know, he is subjected to those 
many horrible tortures which keepers 
and trusties can infiict upon those 
poor wretches. whose jast shred of de- 
cency prevents their being favored 
‘trusties’ because they cannot bring 
themselves to tei on their fellow-man, 
and thereby mak* his elready miser- 
able lot still harder. 

MAKING TRUSTIES OF CONVICTS. 

“The prison system now in 
use in this country has about it one 
most pernicious custom; I refer to the 
practice of making ‘trusties’ out of cer- 
tain of the convicts. These ‘trusties’ 
have many gg = which the regular 
convict has not. y are allowed the 
general run of the prison inside the 
outer gates, and have even been known 
to carry the keys for those gates. It 
is they who really guard the prisoners, 
for the keepers, who are always 
crooked, are busy watching each other. 
It is the ‘trusties’ who discover all the 
plottings and plans which go on in- 
side the prison walls, for they only 
know that untranecribable, unwritten 
language of the prison, which carrics 6 
sentence in a look, or whole ument 
in a movement of the head, a decision 
in a gesture. 

“The ‘trusty’ usually gains the covet- 
ed place by ‘good conduct,’ and by 
‘stooling’ or teiling on his fellows. By 
the employment of these men the force 
of prison guards may be greatly re- 
duced. Fifty keepers will safely guard 
2000 convicts, even the most desperate. 
By this trusty systema premium is 


the} put on treachery, and loyalty is taught 


to be a base thing. is an abomi- 
nation to the eyes very one who 
has knowledge of 

BURGLAR WHO PAID HIS DEBTS. 

“Taught in such a school, how can 
you expect to find honor among 
thives; and yet I know of cases where 
these self-same thieves have shown 
the kenest sense of obligation. I know 
one burglar who always scrupulously 
paid his debts, even though he cracked 
a safe to do so. Some years ago I was 
sitting one morning in the cougtroom 
of the court of general sessions of the 
peace for New York county. Old Re- 
corder Smyth, now dead, was on the 
bench, and various prisoners were 
being brought up to plead to the indict- 
ments found against them or to be 
turned free if none had been found. If 
these prisoners had no lawyers, coun- 
sel was assigned to defend them by the 
judge. One young fellow, Fahey by 
name, was called .upon to plead to an 
indictment for highway robbery, and 
Judge Smyth, efter looking carefully 
over the lawyers assemb in court, 
assigned me to defend the man. 

“l afterward learned that Fahey had 
served three terms, and that the judge, 
who wag a very harsh man knew this, 
and probably assigned me to defend 
Fahey, thinking that my youth and in- 
experience would surely get my client 
convicted. I was fairly well known to 
his honor. (Just here, was such a thing 
truly honorable? Was it not the judge's 


| Guty to see that this man, no matter 
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how low he had fallen, had a fair 
show?) and so was Fahey’s record. 
WANTED TO PLEAD “GUILTY.” 

“The next day I saw my client in 
the counsel room of the Tombs, where 
he frankly owned up to three former 
convictions—a bad record. 

“He wanted to plead guilty with 
that rare stoicism of the hardened 
convict, thinking to save a few years 
thereby. But I showed him that Smyth 
was a hard, hard judge, and evidently 
had it in for him, as he had assigned 
me to defend him. Fahey agreed with 
me when put to him in that light. It 
caused no hurt to my vanity to admit 
such a atate of affaira. 

“We went to trial, and my only care 
was to get young men on the jury. 
The complainant testified that the 
prisoner had snatched her pocketbook 
from her hand, and also torn a ring 
from her finger—her wedding ring, but 
from the right hand. This was the 
only flaw in her testimony. A lady 
who was with her at the time corrob- 
orated the witness. Both identified the 
prisoner. The officer who made the 
arrest said that he knew the prisoner, 
and got part of Fahey's bad record be- 
fore the jury before I could stop him. 
It was sure &@ tough case, but I made 
up my mind to try a bold stroke. We 
had no witnesses, so I put the -de- 
fendant on the stand, asked him about 
his three previous convictions, and 
also requested his version of the af- 
fair 

THE PRISONER'S STORY. 

“He stated that he had known the 
complaining witness a number of 
years; that had been a atreet- 
walker, but was now @ ‘stool pigeon’ 
(informer) for the police of that dis- 
trict: that the police had been trying 
to get something on him ever since he 
had been released from Elmira, but 
that he had been straight: that they 
wanted to drive him out of the dis- 
trict, and had already threatened to 
do s0 many times, but he had behaved 
himself: that he would readily leave 
his home, only his mother had lived in 
that old tenement in Cherry street all 
her life, and she did not know about 
her son's trouble with the police; yes, 
she was blind; that on the day in 
question he met this woman, who had 
a friend with her, on Madison street, 
and they asked him to come to her 
rooms and drink some beer: though 
afraid of her, he went. The woman 
went for beer twice, her friend went 
once, and at last he rushed the can. 
He spent all the money he had on beer 
for them and shortly left: that he was 
arrested the next morning. He swore 
he never touched her etbook. Yes, 
at one time he had lived with’ this 
woman. He had met her quite fre- 
quently before this occurrence. She 
had called him a ‘crook’ on one occa- 
tion, and he retorted that she was 
worse—that she was a ‘snitch’ (in- 
former.) 


APPEALED TO THE JURY. 

“Cross-examination of the defend- 
ant failed to elicit anything new, and 
only emphasized the story as already 
told by the defendant. We had no 
other testimony to offer, and so rested 
the defendant's case and I summed up. 
I went to the jury on the propos!i- 
tion, quoting Victor Hugo, that a “fall 
to the knees often ends tn prayer,” and 
I likened Fahey to Jean Valjean, 
lice ridden, haunted, and hunted. That 
three sentences in jail had failed to 
do Fahey any good. Why not try a 
little of the other kind of medicine— 
give him a chance to be decent, help 
him rise once, not kick him down lower 
and lower, like the ward detectives. I 
went on in this vein for some time and 
showed the probable truth of the de- 
fendant’s story as against the probable 
falsity of the woman, wedding ring on 
her right hand—the same hand in which 
she carried the pocketbook, etc. 

“The jury retired, but announced 
their agreement in about twenty min- 
utes . The defnedant braced himself 
for the verdict, which he felt was sure 
was against him, and fainted dead 
away when the foreman of the jury 
said ‘Not gullty.’ 

RECORDER LECTURED THE JURY. 

“The recorder was so angry at the 
verdict that he ordered the names of 
all the members of that jury to be 
stricken from the jury panel, and, hav- 
ing given them a lecture and having 
characterized their verdict as a mis- 
carriage of justice, discharged them. 
Fahey and I left court together. 

“Ten years later Fahey walked into 
my office and laid $1600 in bills on m 
desk as my fee. Said he was sorry it 
was not more. I] was giad it wes not 
more, for I think I would have died of 
amazement had it been. He haf done 
well after his acquittal, had gone West 
and made money at Ton °pah. I failed 
to state that in New York State, when 
a defendant has no counsel, the judge 
will assign counsel to act as his attor- 
ney without compensation, except in 
murder cases, and then the lawyer re- 
ceives $500 for his services, which is 
paid by the county. 

SUCH CASES NOT RARE. 

“Certainly, this case of Fahey was 
unusual, but by no means rare. I have 
had it hapuen to me In two other in- 
stances, and I presume that most law- 
yers can say the same thing. This may 
not be honorable to pay a lawyer in 
such a way, but it shows gratitude and 
appreciation, to say the least. Yes. 
there is honor amo thieves, there 
are good qualities in the worst of us, 
and bad ones in the best of us. Now, 
I am no longer surprised when I hear 
case like the one I’ve just told 

“I wish some of my clilents would 
do likewise,” said the new member of 
the bar. 

“You'll = some of those fees yet, 
my boy, but you won't know when 
they are coming,” the older man re- 
plied.

Bellis and the 
Christian religion have been intimately 
associated for some 1500 years, buf 
never to the extent in this country 
that has been the case in Eng- 
land. In the first place, the wonderful 
chimes that mark the great English 
churches were placed centuries ago, 
when America was a weakling and 
since which time religion has moved in 
other directions than mere noisy show. 
Then, again, there is a matter of tem- 
perament that counts largely, for the 
English still hold to the old customs, 
while Americans in their church work 
are more progressive and count bell- 
ae as one of the least of neces- 
sities. 

Few of the church architects today 
plan a belfry large enough for the 
chimes which mark the oldest of the 
English churches. Many buildings now, 
In fact, are not even provided with 
towers except such as may be for 
mere ornament and would not accom- 
modate a bell that could be heard @ 
block distant. A few have great 
brazen-throated reminders of religious 
duty to be done, but this adjunct 
seems largely to have been left out 
of consideration now. 

There never has been any legal dis- 
tinction as to the right of churches to 
use bells. It is given to all Christian 
houres of worship to have them if they 
choose, but England has gone further 
in this respect than any other country. 
It is this reverence for the old bells 
that has just led to the re ging of 
the famous chime of St. Giles at 
Cripplegate, London, a set almost as

It is the first occasion at 8t i 
that a bell-founder has been Called tn 
since the first merry peal rang out from 
the church. The number of bells is 
the exceptional one of twelve, and they 
are placed in a steeple which was 
raised very considerably some time 
after the church itself was built. The 
rehanging of the bells completes the 
restoration of the church. 

It is hoped to make a start early next 
year with the work of bullding the 
western towers and spires of Truro 
Cathedral in England and provide ac- 
commodations for a peal of bells in 
the southwest tower. 


LEGEND OF SILVER BELLS. 

There are two legends in Worcester- 
shire, England, regarding some silver 
bells which have been handed down 
most persistently from one generation 
to another since the sixteenth century. 
One version of the story is that the 
bells were buried by the last Abbot of 
Evesham, Abbot Lichfield, in a subter- 
ranean passage which: formerly ex- 
isted between the abbey and a house on 
the opposite bank of the river, while 
the other story has it that a peal of 
silver bells was buried at the same 
period at Abbots Morton, a village ten 
miles distant from Evesham. 

The church bells of Buckinghamshire 
are noted, among those of old England, 


for their age and the clear music of 


their tones. Their sound is borne over 
to @ smaller village, four miles dis- 
tant, along the waters of the Ouse, 
thelr softened tones awakening memo- 
ries of peaceful days and restful nights. 
The bell-ringers of this district are 
notable, sturdy characters, and, as yet, 
little moved by the hurry and the rest- 
less spirit of the age. On Christmas 
eve, and again on the last night of the 
year, they sup with the parson and hfs 
wife in the old Elizabethan rectory, 
All of them are laborers, working on 
the same farms where their fathers and

TRAGEDY DEEPENS. 


RITISH OFFICER. 
KILLS HIMSELF. 


ACCUSATION OF WIFE MURDER 
| DRIVES TO SUICIDE. 


Maj.-Gen. Luard, Whose Wife Was 
Mysteriousiy Slain Near London 
Last Month, Throws Himself in 
Front of Train—Son Due Home 
from Transvaal. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 


WATERINSBURY (Eng.) Sept. 18. - 
Maj.-Gen. Charles Edward Luard, re- 
tired, whose wife was mysteriously 
murdered near London August 4, com- 
mitted suicide today by throwing him- 
self in front of a railroad train. His 
body was found later close to a raii- 
road crossing not far from Waterins- 


bury. 
Gen. Luard had been a guest of Col. 


‘|Charles Edward Warde, M.P., at Tes- 


ton. He left the house early this 


* morning, and, going directly to the 


railroad, threw himself in front of an 
incoming train. 

Col. Warde found a letter from Gen. 
Luard saying his body would be found 
under the train. He explained. that 
such awful accusations had been made 
against him that he could no longer 
stand the strain. The general had re- 
ceived letters accusing him of Naving 
murdered his wife. 

Mrs. Luard was shot near Seven 
Oaks on the afternoon of August. 
a few moments her husband had 
left her to go to a -by clubd on an 
etrand. When h turned, he found 
her dead. 

The tragic death of the general, who 
was the last person to see his wife 
alive and the first to find her body, 
has revived interest in this murder 
which the police authorities thus far 
have been unable to unravel. 

The inquest, which is to be resumed 
next week, has not revealed the slight- 
est clew to the murderer. ~All the wit- 
nesses agree that Mrs. Luard 
an enemy in the world, while the facts 
dispute the theory of robbery because 
Mrs. Luard’s purse and rings which 
were taken from her body. were of lit- 
tle value. Ag expert testified that it 
was impossible for the bullets which 
caused death to have been fired frum 
any of the revolvers owne! by Gen. 
Luard. 

The text of Gen. Luard’s letter to 
Col. Warde is as follows: 

“You will find my body at the Teston 
crossing. I am sick of the scandalous 
and lying reports and I cannot face mv 
son, whom I expected to meet today, 
and I have decided to end my life.” 

Gen. Luard’s son, who is an* army 
officer, is expected to arrive at South- 
ampton today from the Transvaal.

FOR ALL BIDDERS. 


Committee, Tired of Complaint and 
Cumberso ess, Will Recommend 
Change in Methed of Notification 
When Articles Are Needed by De- 
partment—City Purchasing Agent. 


Tirea of complaints from bidders and 
satisfied with the inadequacy of the

CERTIFIED MILK. 

NEW ORDINANCE PROPOSED. 

The sale of milk in Los Angeles is to 
he subject to new regulations if the 
ordinance approved by the Board of 
Health and now ready for action by 
the Council passes. The existing ordi- 
nance is not deemed wide enough in 
scope and definite enough in detail] to 
protect the milk market, and a new 
one has been decided on. Under it 
every dealer in milk must have a per- 
mit, to be issued without cost, from 
the health department, and it is made 
unlawful to “bring or receive, or to 
cause or permit to be brovght or re- 
ceived” ary milk into the city with- 
out the necessary permit. There are 
also regulations as to the feeding of 
the cattle whose mili: is to come to 
Los Angeles for consumption and the 
right of inspection by health officials 
at any time. Al! authority to insure 
satitation at dairies, whether in or out 
of the city, is vested in the board, and 
the milk must be cooled to 70 deg. be- 
fore it is placed in closed receptacles. 

The standards fixed for milk are: 
Solids, 12.5 per cent. (butter fat 3.5) 
and water $7.5. Cream must contain 
20 per cent. butter fat. Condensed or 
evaporated milk must contain 24 per 
cent. milk solids (6 per cent. butter 
fat) and condensed or evaporated 
‘skimmed milk, 18 per cent. solids. 
Buttermilk must also contain 18 per 
cent. milk solids. There must be no 
adulteration. 

For violating the ordinance a fine of 
not more than $200 may be imposed 
and imprisonment not exceeding 100 
days added. The health department 
has confidence that the ordinance will 
enable it to meet the impure milk 
situation fully and espectally to stop 
the sale of watered buttermilk.

SIXTEEN MILLIONS, 
WORTH OF LOS ANGELES. 

According to an inventory of city 
property supplied by the various de- 
partments to City Auditor Mushet, Los 
Angeles has a present worth of $16,- 
335,715. This represents a per capita 
value of $60 to the population. And 
this does not include the property of 
the aqueduct, which is worth millions 
more. Its inventory is expected soon. 
The most valuable single possession 
of the city is Central Park, containing 
only four and one-quarter acres, but 
which is appraised at $2,250,000. Schools 
and parks furnish over balf the value 
in the municipal assets, but the water 
department furnishes the largest 
single item. The inventory, as assem- 
bled by the Auditor, showa:

“I came here with the money as soon 
as I could get here,” McCue said to 
Mr. Bryson.

I want the thing 
off my mind, and I want you to kéep 
the money for Griffith's folks, if he 
has any, for I know of none.”

A few minor 
bequests are made, but the bulk of 
the estate was left to her husbar.d, 
who was also bequeathed her diamond 
engagement ring. 

The contéstants allege that “Cres- 
sey ever since his marriage had kept 
paid decedent in his custody and un- 
der his control, preventing her from 
being seen by her relatives, the con- 
testants, and so dominecred and con- 
trolled her that at all times she did 
his bidding; that said Frederick J. 
Cressey is unfit to act as executor or 
in any other capacity in relation to the 
estate of said decedent.” 

The petition of Mrs. Cressey's rela- 
tives in October, 1906, to have her 
declared incompetent, created a great 
sensation when the case was tried be- 
fore Judge Wilbur, and a guardian for 
her was appointed in January, 1907, 
despite Capt. Cressey’s resistance.

BSERVATIONS 
OF AN EXPERT. 


INSPECTING FREIGHT TRAFFIC 
IN SOUTHWEST. 


Believes California Enjoys 

Low Rates to Eastern Points, Con- 
sidering Long Haul—College Lec- 
turer intends to Write Second 
Volume on Working of Railroads. 


Logan G. McPherson, an authority on 
trafficmatters, whose book, “The 
Working the Railroads,” is consid- 
ered an excellent exposition of a diffi- 
cult economical problem, is at the Van 
Nuys. Mr,. McPherson is in Los An- 


traffic out of Southern California, and 
to acquaint himself at first hand as to 
the methods and charges employed by 
the railroads in handling the immense 
fruit crops of the Southwest. 

“Freight rates in the United States 
are at present among the most deli- 
cately adjusted problems in ecohom- 
ics. The agitation against any ungust- 
ness in rates in the past three years 
has been brought about chiefly by po- 
litical agitators, and is not nearly as 
serious as they would have it,” is his 
declaration. “In regard to‘the distribu- 
tion of staples, manufactured articles 
of all kinds, the balance which rail- 
roads have kept in their rates is ex- 
tremely equitable and does not af- 
fect the retail trade as to prices paid. 

“The chief friction on freight of this 
character as be@n brought about by 
the agitation of cities: for instance, 
Chicago and St. Louis, which have dif- 
ferent schedules for hauling the same 
material to a point equally distant. 
One city is attempting to build up a 
business. on the better raté that the 
other cannot hope to obtain, owing to 
heavier grades, destruction of ratlroad 
property by wear on the particular line, 
and other special causes. 

“One example which will be of tn- 
terest to citrus fruit growers in this 
section, and is well known to those 
who have followed the proceedings of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
is the complaint registered by the Flor- 
ida orange growers. They were dis- 
satisfied with the rate on citrus fruit 
out of their State, and proved that the 
comparative tariff out of Florida was 


nia. As a result the rates were reduced. 
Callfornia now enjoys a very low rate 
on all of its products when the long 
haul is considered.”

raods, Mr. McPherson emphatically 
stated that this waa necessary and 
would come sooner or later despite op- 
position. “The railroads spend mil- 
lions in reducing their time by fractions 
of mint@tes, and bringing the product 
of the manufacturer from the factory 
to the place of distribution in less time, 
and for this they must have some re- 
muneration. In addition, the general 
ecomomic situation points to higher 
rates, in. order to keep up- the high 
wage seales now in effect.’ 

In regard to his present work, he

The great 
majority of the people thought what was needed 
was a protective tariff act, not a free coinage act.

RYAN’S NEW RAG BABY. 

The Wall Street Journal has done some care- 
ful figuring as to the outcome of the Oklahoma 
banking fad, if applied to banking in New York. 

The deposits in all banks in the State of New 
York during this year aggregate $4,417,000,000. If 
taxed 1 per cent., the fund would amount to $44,- 
170,000. To make this surely available for the pur- 
pose of guaranteeing deposits, it must lie idle. 
loss of earning power would be, at 4 per cent., 
about $7,000,000. Round figures are used. 

In the time covered there took place in the State 
of New York four bank failures. Two of these 
banks paid depositors in full; another has paid 80 
per cent., and will pay 10 per cent. more. The 
fourth has paid 87% per cent., and provided for the 
remaining 12‘4 per cent. by an assessment on the 
stockholders. Thus the total loss to depositors can- 
not exceed $14,562. 

If there ever was a time to try out banks it has 
been the last ten months. In New York ten State 
banks suspended payment; but all excepting one 
have reopened, the depositors losing nothing. These 
banks had in capital and surplus $13,000,000; in 
deposits, $90,000,000. Two national banks failed, 
paying depositors in full. The total loss to depos- 
itors in all this period is not over $15,000,000. 

Had the guarantee fund of $44,000,000 been paid 
in, when the flurry broke loose, it would have been 
inadequate to meet all the demands made on all the 
banks which had to have recourse to emergency 
The depositors would not have got their 
money. 

Now will some financier of the imaginative type 
come to the point and tell us what would have 
heen gained by tying up $44,000,000 when money 
was so much needed, and by the loss to bankers of 
$7,000,000 in interest? 


HAT WILL THE CANAL DO? 

The Mexican railroad, recently opened across 
the Isthmus of Tehuantepec, seems to be trans- 
forming the commerce of the world. German ship 
owners have reported to have put the Fuerst Bis- 
marck, a big liner, on the route between Hamburg 
and Puerto, the terminus of the railroads on the 
Atlantic side. The expectation is that this move 
will create traffic between Germany and the Pacific 
Coast of America. The news comes here from Vic- 
toria, B. C., where the opinion is expressed-that Pa- 
cific Coast liners will connect with Santa Cruz, the 
terminus of the road on the Pacific. The reason for 
it is that the trans-Tehuantepec railroad is very 
and that goods from Germany destined 
for the Pacific may enjoy the low water freight 
rates nearly all the way. 

But this means the unloading of the freight on 
one ocean to the cars, and reloading it on the other 
from the cars—a great expense... 

Let us look a few years ahead, when the big cut 
through Panama will have been completed and a 
ship may load at any European port to sail di- 
rectly to her destination in the Pacific at any point. 
The distance, as compared with the Tehuantepec 
route, is only a very little greater. The time and 
cost of two trans-shippings are avoided. 

The sailing of this steamer from Hamburg for 
Puerto points to what will take place when the 
Panama Canali is ready for the passage of ships. 


The happy event is only a few years away, and the 


impetus it will give to business all along the Pacific 
Coast of the United States will be very great. 

From here we can ship our fruit to the East at 
a cost much less than at present. The fruit wiil 
not all go by water. The railroads wil! find that 
they can carry a trainload of 3650 boxes of oranges 
from Los Angeles to New York for less than $3300. 
The water rate will work out the problem. which 
proves too much for the freight rate clerks of today. 


UILDING ASSOCIATIONS 
The report of the Building and Loan Com- 
mission shows a healthy condition in the institutions 
whose operations they watch over. The aasets of 
101 building and loan agsociations amount to nearly 
$20,000,000, and the receipts last year amounted to 
$14,685,766.05. 

These are the plain people’s institutions, whicn 
aid them in acquiring homes. They encourage thrift 
and raise citizenship to a higher level than where 
economy is not practiced. 

Every dollar of this money goes into a home for 
a family of a working man or small _ tradesman. 
These homes cost $1000 to $2500 each, seldom less 
o: more than these extremes. Put the average at 
$z000, and the receipts of the year would provide 
over 7000 homes for such families. 

Wage-earners in California for many years have 
had recourse to these societies in securing homes. 
In the last thirty years many thousands of families 
have bought and paid for a roof to shelter them by 
this means.

ASSAILS BIBLE WORSHIP. 
Rev. Dr. Aked Declares Book Full of Errors. 


That. “Bible worship” is doing more than athe- 
ism to empty the churches of the country is the as- 
sertion of Rev. Charles F. Aked, pastor of the fash- 
ionable Fifth Avenue Baptist Church in New York 
City. He insists that there is no reason why the 
Bible should be considered above criticism or free 
from errors any more than any other book that has 
been handed down from century to century, pass- 
ing through scores of translations from one Jan- 
guage to another. 

“In the pages of the Bible,” says Dr. Aked, in the 


September Appleton’s Magazine, “are to be found 


historical errors, arithmetical mistakes, inconsist- 
encies and manifold contradictions, and, whatis far 
worse, one finds that the most horrible crimes are 
committed by men who plead ‘God said,’ in justifica- 
tion of their terrible misdeeds. Moreover, the Enz- 
lish Bible is a version of a version which is a trans- 
lation of a translation. It Has come down through 
Hebrew, Greek and Latin into English. In all its 
earlier stages it was copied by hand from one man- 
useript to another by different writers, a process 
certain to result in many mistakes.” 

Dr. Aked insists that he is not attacking the 
Bible itself, but merely the claim for infallibility 
which has been set up for it. and he asserts that 
this claim for a book in which it is possible for a 
child to discover error® is driving many intelligent 
people away from the church. The right of everv 
man to study and interpret the scriptures for himself 
he holds, is as great now as it was in the time of 
Luther and Calvin, and Zwinglius, and such an in- 
denendent attitude would do more to strengthen the 
hold of religion upon the multitude than any amount 
of preaching and teaching in defense of the ir- 
fallibility of every passage in the Bible.

HY THE BONDS 
ARE OPPOSED. 


CITIZENS’ COMMITTEE ISSUES 
STATEMENT OF REASONS. 


Points to Water Companies’ Own 
Sworn Statements Before Board of 
*Equalization as Proof of Conten- 
tion That Price Asked Is Too High. 
Boosters Hold Two Meetings.

PASADENA, Sept. 19.—A statement 
prepared by the Citizens’ Committee 
giving its reason for opposing the wa- 
ter bond issue will be distributed to 
the public today. While favoring mu- 
nicipal ownership of water “under 
proper conditions” the taxpayers com- 
posing this committee oppose the pres- 
ent scheme. They consider the price 
asked by the companies is unreason- 
ably high and say: “This scheme, al- 
though indorsed by many public-spir- 
ited and well meaning citizens, we be- 
Meve to have been instigated through 
purely selfish motives for the personal 
profit of its promoters, and !f consum- 
ated, will not only leave Pasadena with 
the same inadequate water supply and 
the same inefficient distributing plant, 
but will so exhaust and cripple Pasa- 
dena’s resources and credit that she 
cannot build 
urgently demanded.” 

In support of the argument that the 
price asked is too high the committee 
points to the sworn staterpents made 
on behalf of the respective companies 
as filed with the Board of Kqualization 
1906. In that year the Pasadena 
land and Water Company asked to 
have the assessment on its water rights 
lowered from $42.500 to $25,000. It said 
that four-fifths of it« water was pump- 
ed water, and adjoining property own- 
ers had the same right to pump as it 
41d. “In the summer season we have 
no gravity water,” its officials said. It 
asked to have the assessment on its 
Orange avenue reservoir reduced from 
$19,920 to $6000 because “this reservoir 
fs over twenty years old and too small 
for present use. It t# a double reser- 
voir and one-half will not hold water 
and cannot be used. It is the intention 
to rebuild this in the near future.” 

The assessinent on its pipe lines it 
sought to have reduced from $25,765 to 
$20,000 because “many of the present 
pipe lines are old and too smal! for 
present use and will have to he re- 
placed at once with new and larger 
mains.” In asking for a reduction of 
the assessment on tunnels and shafts 
nt Corral Springs to $5000 It was stated 
that “the lowering of the water plane 
has left one-half of these tunnels dry 
an’? of no value.” The company's fran- 
chise was assessed at $25,850 it 
wished to he reduced. to $859, saying: 
“Deducting the value of our capital 
stock (875.000) and the value of our 
bonds (§32.990) fram our assessed tan- 
gible assets, leaves a minus quantity 
of $68.810;" in other words, “our total 
assessment exceeds by $68,810 the ag- 
— value of our capital stock anda 

ends.” 


THE COMMITTEPF’S QUERIES. 

As regards the Pasadena Lake Vine- 
yard Land and Water Company. “the 
Citizens’ Committee points out that tn 
the sworn statements for assessments 
purposes ‘“‘the total market value of the 
stock of the company is given as $254.- 
77; this valuation represents !ts entire 
property." The committee asks: “Are 
the sworn statements false, or is the 
voter being humbugged and the city 
sandbagged?" Other extracts from the 
statcment are: 

“Our water companies were organized 
upen a purely mutual! basis for the 
4 peng only of supplying their steck- 

olders with water at cost. Lands thus 
suppiied secured the perpetua! right 
to the water and no power exists to 
sell or separate such water right from 
the land. The stockholders control 
the management, but cannct legally re- 
ceive dividends, and the city controls 
and fixes the water rates. It is a bad 
business policy for Pasadena to mort- 
gage the property of her citizens for a 
million dollars simplv to secure to her- 
self the management of these wuater 
companies which are substantially un- 
Ger municipal control already and 
whose waters are already approprt- 
ated. Such a proceeding would be a 
Sross injustice to every citizen and 
tax payer. : 

“Pasadena’s present water supply is 
entirely inadequate for the city’s re- 
quirements. It is largely derived from 
the subterranean basin underlying our 
city, by means of a promiscuous as- 
sortment of wells, operated by inferior 
Pumps and distributed by a still more 
inferior and inadequate system of 

Ipes, and the water level {« already 

vering by increased numping. These 
facts are clearly set forth in the eworn 
statements of the companies them- 
selves, Although answering their pur- 
pose to supply limited districts, the«e 
Plants would be of little value in the 
construction of a permanent municipal 
Plant such as we must eventually con- 
struct, and for which this committee 
Stands pledged.” 

QUESTION OF TITLES 

The committee asserts that good ti- 
tles cannot be given, that property 
taxes, already too high, would be in- 
creased, and that “the water com- 
panics have never paid a dividend nor 
accuinulated a surplus in the past, ex- 
cepting the small amount paid in so- 
caliAd ‘rebates’ by one comnany.” 


Another objection is stated thus: 
“A large amount of bond money wil! 
be required to pay South -Pasadera 


stockholders for their interest in the 
water plant, and yet Pasadena would 
be compelled, under recent deciston 
of the Supreme Court, to still supply 
South Pasadena with water, as in the 


past, and South Pasadena would have) 


no iability under the bond issue Such 
an arrangement would be an alsurd 
business proposition on its face.” 

In conclusion, the, committee say«: 

“We helieve the facts as they exit 
and as herein set forth, if clearly wun- 
daretecc by our citizens, will 
in an overwhelming defeat of this hound

TROUBLE BREWING. 


ITY SEEKS TO 
BE REIMBURSED. 


WANTS BUILDERS TO PAY FOR 
REPAIRS ON PIER. 


Construction Company Refuses and 
Long Beach May Sue—Cleveland 
Woman Twice Tries to Kill Herself. 
Struggling With Charter Revision. 
Coat Mystery Dispelied. 


LONG BEACH, Sept. 18.—The city 
intends to make an effort in the courts 
to compel the Atlantic, Gulf ahd Pacific 
Construction Company to pay for the 
extensive repairs now being made on 
the pier. 

It was built three years ago, at a 
cost of $100,000, of cement cylinders re- 
inforced and resting on stub piling, the 
cylinders being enclosed in a jacket of 
pine four inches thick and creosoted. 
Such a pier it was claimed was a suc- 
cess in the still waters of San Fran- 
cisco Bay, but had never before been 
tried in the open ocean. The work of 
sinking sixty foot caissons to the ocean 
bottom and then pumping them dry 
and filling them with cement was a 
formidable undertaking. 

The claim was made that specifica- 
tions were’ not followed. The construc- 
tion company labored under many diffi- 
culties and during one storm had nine- 
teen caissons, partly filled, washed out. 
Finally the pier wag finished, the in- 
spector employed by tke city passed the 
work and the Council accepted it. In 
less than a year’s time several of the 
cylinders were washed out and repairs 
were necessary. The toredo played 
havoc with the wooden jackets and 
stormy weather broke off more cylin- 
ders below the water line. 

When the present Council took 
charge, it seemed engineering experts, 
who reported that the work was faulty 
in that the concrete when poured in, in 
solution, was not properly stirred and 
packed and being dumped into caissons 
in which there was considerable water, 
have segregated, the heavier gravel go- 
ing to the bottom.

Manager 
Corbaley, of the constrution company, 
appeared before it, but clair-ed that the 
work was done under city inspection 
and was according to plans and speci- 
fications.
